In a case of Michael ad =e of 102 
Parnell street, Dublin, alist Patrick 
Clarke, of 101 Parnell stiset, dublin, 

Mr. G. Gavan Dufiy, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. F. T. Sweeney (instructed by Mr. John 
J. McDonald), applied ex parte on behalf of 
the plaintiff for an interim injunction re- 
straining the defendant, his contractors, 
agents and workmen from taking down a 
wall at the western side of the building and 
piece of ground at 102 Parnell street and 
entering the plaintiff's building or ground, 
building thereon, and disturbing the plain- 
tiff’s use and enjoyment of the building and 
gronnd.

Michael Kerlin and John Murphy, two 
young men, of Kilshany, Co. Clere, pleaded 
““ not guilty “to a charge of conspiracy ta 
murder, by shooting, Patrick O'Donoghue at 
Kilshany, Co. Clare, on January 1 Jast. On 
a second count they pleaded '' not “ote i 
wounding with intent to kill. hey were 
found not guilty and discharged.

Mr. Laverty said that a very murderous 
attack had been made on QO’ Donoghue while 
he was cycling home from a friend’s house 
on last New Year's night. Some distance 
from Lisdoonvarna bushes had been placed 
ón the road as an obstruction, and when 
O'Donoghue was dismounting a shot was fired 
from behind a fence. 5 Nie was 
wounded by ferty pellets. Five operations 
hud to be performed on an injured Jimb. 

Giving evidence, Patrick O'Donoghue said 
that he identified the two accused as the two 
men whom he saw at-the scene of the shoot-

Undoubtedly, sundials were the earliest 
method of following the motions of the 
sun, the first mention of them occurring 
in Isaiah xxxviii, 8. The first one of 
which there is any certain knowledge was 
inyented by the Chaldwan astronomer, 
Berossus, and was used for centuries, 
some examples having been excavated 
during recent times in Italy. Curiously 
enough, there is virtually no mention of 
gnomonics in Roman literature, so we 
must infer that mathematical knowledge 
was not cultivated in Italy; but the 
Greeks, who made such great progress in 
geometry, constructed some very com- 
plicated and ingenious dials. The 
Arabians also were much interested in the 
subject; in fact, an Arabian discovered 
the important system of reckoning by 
‘“equal’’ hours, instead of by ‘‘tem- 
porary’’ ones. This system came into 
general use during the 14th and 15th 
centuries. It was not until the 18th 
century that watches and clocks began 
to supersede sundials, and now the latter 
are only used as very pleasant and 
picturesque ornaments for the garden.

AN ASTONISHING JUMBLE. 


When a Judge of the Peace came to 
seal the property of the dead man and 
to make an inventory of his effects, he 
was confronted by an astonishing jumble 
of things. Fringes, ribbons, frames, hair- 
curlers, saucepans, gold pieces, under- 
clothing and broken stools filled the tiny 
rooms of the house. Hats, bonnets, 
receipts of the stock market, irons, 
umbrellas, letters and a vast selection of 
odds and ends filled every available cup- 
hoard. The counterpane of Louis XIV., 
bank-notes, dirty linen and broken plates 
presented an extraordinary sight. Only 
razors were missing from this miscailany. 
The nine-days-wonder of the sale of these 
and of the identity of their owner 
provided Versailles with an inexhaustible 
source of. conversation. 

Researches made by M. Lenétre revealed 
many strange details, such as the un- 
suspected wealth of the mystery man and 
the story of his proposed marriage. 
There were two matches actually pro- 
posed, but one is mainly interesting on 
account of the unsavoury allure it casts 
on the character of Savalette. It was a 
long intrigue begun in 1823 by a loan 
made to an infantry officer 
Lacipiére. Savalette proposed to pay all 
his debts if he agreed to marry her, but 
Lacipiére wished them paid before the 
marfiage, and thence ensued a tortuous 
series of discussions <:.d quarrels, finally 
ending in the suicide of the officer in 1839. 


THE PRELUDE, 


M. Lenétre, besides garnishing the scene 
and actions of the ubknown, also tells the 
reludé. About 1792 lived at Paris one 
I. Savalette de Langues and his 
daughtey—a cousin of the banker of the 
same name. He it was who assisted the 
Duke of Artois to escape by the loan of 
seven million francs. Uneasy at the 
rogress of the Revolution, M. Savalette 
bethought him of retirement to England 
till settled times were certain. . He set 
out, therefore, for Brittany, there to 
await a vessel going to England. On the 
way, the. pair encountered..a young man 
of pleasing mannefS afid réasstiring 
appearance, who promised to direct them 
to Brittany and thence to England. M. 
Savalette, nervous and distraught, was 
glad of a competent guide, and the offer 
was accepted. Arrived in Brittany, the 
i «ree found themselves members of a host 
of emigrant nobles and priests all 
awaiting passage over the sea. Among 
them was a young lady belonging to a 
noble Breton w— 8 accompanied by an 
old servant. Her father and mother were 
unable to, proceed owing to the illness of 
the latter, but they despatched their 
daughter on the understanding that they 
would meet in England. The daughter of

In the 
family of the Countess he was treated with 
the intimacy of a relation, though 
Mademoiselle Savalette’s disposition was, 
to judge from her letters, a difficult one. 
Her tone was almost arrogant, and the 
position of the Countess was unenviable. 
It was through the agency of the latter 
that the pensions were bestowed and that 
Mademoiselle Savalette became known in 
society. 


THE SECRET REVEALED. 


It appears that presently the Countess, 
unable to bear continued torture, revealed 
the state of affairs to some friend. The 
behaviour of the family towards the 
protégée was modified considerably ; doors 
were gradually closed to her; the secret 
was known, but the man was not delivered 
over to the police that scandal might be 
avoided. Henceforward, Mademoiselle de 
Savalette leads an uneasy life, changing 
house constantly. On her death no 
inquiry is demanded; silence is guarded 
through respect for the Countess. 

The principal character in this story is 
not an attractive one, but there is a 
grotesque quality in the thought of this 
man, who lived more than forty years a 
more isolated life than the most cloistered 
monk. What were the compensations that 
life gave him for his libertv? One can 
imagine that in the beginning it may 
have amused him to receive the confidences 
of noble ladies, to be flattered or loved by 
them ; but the end of his life, haunted by 
the fear of prosecution, must have been 
bitter enough. To the end he must 
remain a stranger, whose external life 
interested a writer of history.

At 
first I thought thet some rain gutter was 
failing in its duty, but looking up I dis- 
covered that the inhabitant of the rooms 
above the offices of the ground floor was 
watering the flowers in his window box. 
On the alert after that, I was surprised 
at the number of such boxes there are in 
the city, and at how many added colours 
to and made sweet the drap and uninviting 
tenements in the poorer. districts. 
Remembering the floral decorations on 
lamp-posts and standards for Civic Week, 
it occurred to me that individual enter- 
prise could eke out the Commissioners’ 
contribution to our festal appearance and 
add permanent charm to our streets, if 
renters of offices vied with one another 
to deck the sills of their places of business 
with flowers in that way. The cost would 
be infinitesimal; the haughtiest typist 
would hardly grudge the time to tend the 
plants; even a male clerk would not be 
too shy to take pleasure in doing that; 
while the little touch of nature would 
have a psychological value in brightening 
office and facade.

During the war, when it 
became necessary to replace men assistants 
by women, Miss Bondfield took a leading 
part in framing the conditions under 
which the women were to be trained and 
paid. She did this work very thoroughly, 
indeed. 

She has herself been a shop «assistant 
for eleven years, as she was also a school 
teacher for a short time. In 1899 she 
was the only woman delegate to the Trades 
Union Congress, and twenty-four years 
later, in 1923, she was elected to the 
highest position in the Congress, Chair- 
man of the General Council. In 1919 she 
was one of the British Labour Delegation 
to the Washington Convention, the result 
of which she will now be in a position to 
ratify on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment, and in 1920 she went to Russia with 
the Trades Union Congress Delegation. In 
the 1923-24 Parliament she represented 
Northampton, but since 1926 she has 
represented the heavy-industry con- 
stituency of Wallsend. In Mr. Mac- 
donald’s first Government she was Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry which 
she is now to control. For the time, at 
least, she must relinquish her position as 
Chief Woman Officer to the National 
Union of Municipal Workers. 

Although born in Somerset, Miss Bond- 
field has but little trace of the soft accent 
of that county—the industria] North has 
been too much for her.

STABBING AFFRAY IN COUNTY 
: WEXFORD. 


A stabbing affray, “which resulted in the 
death of one man and serious injuries to an- 
otHer, is reported from ‘Inch, a village mid- 


man is Joseph: Nobljett, stated to be a native 
of Westport, Co. Mav¥o, and the injured man, 
Thomas Oughton, of Bolaney, Hollyfort, 
Gorey. - 

The men, who were cousins, were in Inch 
yesterday moérnimg.. and there met a third 
man, Isaac Longrell, statéd to be a farmer, 
who was delivering ‘milk to Inch Creamery.

When Oughton intervenéd Longrell attacked

Oughton immediately ran ‘back into the 
publichouse and closed the doors, but on 
looking through a window he saw Longrell 
cutting Noblett’s throat from ear to ear. He 
van out again and intervened, but was again 
attacked; and received further injuries.

' THE MASS AND PROCESSION. — 

The most imposing part of the celebra- 
tions will be the igh Mass in the 
Pheenix Park and the Eucharistic Proces- 
sion on Sunday, June 23. Stewards have 
been appointed to deal with a gathering 
of over 200,000 people. His Grace the Most 
Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop of Dublin, 
will preside at the Mass, and the 
celebrant will be the Most Rev. Dr. 
McRory, the Primate of All Ireland and 
Archbishop of Armagh. The music— 
Missa de Angelis—will be rendered by the 
joint choirs’ of the Pro-Cathedral and St. 
Andrew’s Church, Westland row. 

Amplifiers will be fitted up. and the 
music and the intoning of the Mass will 
be heard at Jeast a quarter of a mile from 
the altar. The entire congregation will 
be requested to join with the choirs in 
singing the Credo, special hymn books for 
the occasion being provided. 

THE PROCESSION ON THE QUAYS. 

The Mass will conclude at about 1.20 
p.m., and immediately afterwards the 
Eucharistic ‘Procession will take place. 
Tt will proceed from the Fifteen Acres to 
the main road of the Park. It will move 
under the direction of the Chief Marshal, 
division by division, and twenty-four 
abreast. It will proceed thus as far-as 
Kingsbridge and at that point divide into 
two, the right-hand portion, twelve 
abreast. proceeding over the bridge. and 
along the Southern quays, the. left-hand 
pottion proceeding along the Northern 
quays. The procession will proceed at a 
brisk pace and without a halt until it 
reaches O'Connell Bridge.

TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENTS. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be found 
regulations made for the control of traffic 
in the city on Sunday, June 23rd. It will 
be observed that certain streets leading to 
the Phoenix Park are scheduled as one- 
way routes; that separate routes to and 
from the Park are set out for "bus, tram 
and hackney vehicles respectively; that 
certain points for setting down poorer 
have been named ; that in certain 
other streets, roads and bridges, vehicular 
trafic of any description is . prohibited 
during certain hours. 

The attention of drivers is particularly 
drawn to the regulations in respect of 
“stand ” positions outside the various 
city railway termini and to the route by 
which they are to proceed to the Park. 
Particular routes have been defined for 
*buses and chars-a-banc, and for other. 
vehicles entering the city from the pro- 
vinces by the Bray, Rathfarnham, Naas, 
Lucan, Blanchardstown, Finglas and 
Swords roads, and approved stopping 
places and return routes to the city are 
set out. 

The regulations for dispersal are equally 
important, and should be carefully studied 
by all concerned. It will be noticed that the 
ordinary "bus service in the city, and also 
the usual starting points for long distance 
"buses, will be diverted until 7 p.m., when 
the normal tram and ‘bus service may be 
resumed, 

NO STREET TRADING. 

Street traders or hawkers of any descrip- 
tion will not be allowed to ply their trade 
along the line of route before or during the 
procession. 

Spectators are requested to occupy the 
footways at the side farther away from the 
Liffey wall on the northern and southern 
line of quays during the course of the pro- 
cession, and to keep clear of the bridges, 
except O'Connell Bridge. No motor vehicles 
will be allowed to park in Watling street, 
Stephen’s lane, Parkgate street, West Temple 
street, West Liffey street or Ellis street at 
any period of the day. 

POLICE DUTIES. 

The entire Metropolitan Division force will 
be on duty, all leave being cancelled, and 
will man no fewer than 166 points in the 
city and over forty points in the Phenix 
Park. In addition special detachments of 
Gardai will be allocated for duty at the 
various railway stations. The work will be

FARMER'S VIEW. 

Mr. John Leonard, T.D., wrote :—‘*t Much 
as I admire. many of your association's 
activities, as a farmer I do not agree with 
your policy as it affects those like me. Al- 
most every mote made towards an industrial 
revival has raised the price and deteriorated 
the quality of what we have to buy, whilst 
the return for our labour is depreciated,’’ 

Mr. Milroy, im moving the adoption of the 
report, said that he supported the Associa- 
tion in the eonfident belief that, given the 
unstinted support of their manufacturing 
members and workers and. the people, it 
would assure the establishment of the in- 
dustrial future of the country. 

Mr. H. T. Gallagher paid a tribute to Miss 
Somers, the Secretary, who, he said, was the 
soul of the Association. (Hear, hear.) He 
agreed that the wave of anti-nationalism was 
on the decline. Given the oportunity, they 
could produce goods second to none. The 
might ask how they could reconcile that wit 
the policy of protection?

duce. 
AGRICULTURE. 

Mr, A. O'Shaughnessy said that they heard 
a great deal from time to time about the 
country having turned the corner, but the 
Soviety of St. Vincent de Paul was best able 
to answer the truth of that. The first thin 
necessary for the country was to put agricul- 
ture on a sound basis. 

Mr. Eamon de Valera, T.D., said that the 
Statistics issued by the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce showed that 
the position was not at all what it should be. 
There was no antagonism whatever between 
the prosperity of the om industry 
and the prosperity of the other industries. 
When they examined the statistics they 
realised how important the home market 
was. They imported millions of pounds 
worth of agricultural produce which 
should be properly produced at home. 
When they found that there were nine times 
as many people employed in agriculture as in 
other industries they saw how terribly lop- 
sided their industrial life was. That was a 
state of affairs that should not be allowed 
to continue. He could see no likelihood of a 
reduction in the ratio of emigration unless 
they adopted the definite objective of making 
the country as self-supporting as ible. 
The home market was the only market that 
they could, control. There were difficulties in 
connection with increasing their competition 
with the Danes which people who advocated 
that policy did not seem to realise, They 
must completely capture the home market, 
If the Irish people were given a fair chance, 
he did not think that they would be found 
incompetent, 


THE PRINTING TRADE. 

Mr. Sean P. Campbell, supporting the re- 
solution, referred to the large amount of 
stationery, paper, newspapers, and books im- 
ported into the Free State, while Irish people 
were unemployed. He also stated that hymn 
books in connection with the Emancipation 
ceremonies were printed in Belgium. 

Senator P. W. Kenny suggested that de- 
claration forms be provided at the Associa- 
tion s rooms for persons to sign, declarin 
that as far as possible they would wear Irish 
made clothes, and that those signing the 
declaration would wear a badge, signifying 
that they were wearing Irish material. 

Mr. J. C, M. Eason commented on the fact 
that there was no reference in the paper to 
the Technica] Commission report—a report 
of the greatest importance to the country. 
Education, he thought, was more important 
than protection. e proposed that the 
sections dealing with foreign capital and the 
census of production be referred back to the 
Council for further consideration. 

Dealing with foreign capital, he said that 
we could admit that there was a certain 
rw danger arising from the possi- 

ilty of a controlling influence being exercised 
by foreign firms in this country; it would, 
however, be an advantage to have the 
character of that danger more clearly defined, 
and any practical methods of dealing with it 
set out for consideration. 

The Free State was not the only country in 
which: there were foreign investments; there 
was a general tendency all over the world 
towards an intermingling of business interests 
between the various nations, and anything 
which tended in that direction was, surely, 
to be welcomed rather than opposed. Were 
members of the Association really, prepared 
to condemn enterprises such as the Ford 
Works in Cork and the Carlow Beet Factory ? 
If the Association was to foster industrial 
development, it should not look upon those 
enterprises with suspicion and jealousy, but 
ratier the reverse. 

Given an undertaking that the figures would 
be inquired into, Mr, Eason withdrew his 
amendment. 

Mr. I. 8. Varian said that, although he 
was a protectionist, unless manufacturers did 
their utmost, all the protection in the world 
would of no use. 

The Chairman did not see why the Free 
State Government should not put some re- 
striction on foreign capital.

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THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 

LETTER FROM DR. LUCE, F.,T.C.D. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S1e,—Silence does not mend matters. 
I feel compelled to write in the interest of 
the commonwealth of i for [think that 
a knowledge of relevant facts may help to 
remove misunderstandings ‘which have tem- 

ily clouded the cordiality that has 
hitherto existed between ' Trinity Coilege 
athletic clubs’ and their good friends and 
sporting rivals in other clubs. There was 
nothing in the recent action of the Trinity 
Week Committee that by any fair mind could 
be construed as adiscourtesy to the Governor- 
General or to the Government. From time 
immemorial the National Anthem has heen 
played at the College Races. Last year His 
ured us by accepting our 
invitation. We received him in exactly the 
same way as we had received his predecessor 
in office. Neither at the time nor since did 
the slightest, hint reach us that there was 
anything incorrect in such reception. He was 
our honoured and very welcome guest, whose 
action in rising from a sick bed to grace our 
gala day was highly appreciated and is 
remembered with gratitude. 

This year we drew up our programme for 
the College Races as usual, and we issued our 
invitation without a thought. that it could be 
unwelcome or embarrassing to the recipient. 
In reply a verbal message from His Excellency 
was brought to our student secretary. We 
were not informed that the action was taken 
otf the advice of the Executive Council. The 
message came before me as chairman of the 
Trinity Week Committee. Coming in this 
manner, it seemed to me not a command from 
His Majesty’s representative, but an unofficial 
expression of a personal wish. I was, and 
still am, in doubt as to the exact purport of 
the verbal message. Was exception taken to 
the National Anthem. at the reception or to 
the retention of it on our programme? How- 
ever, as to the general drift of the message 
there was no doubt. Our Committee decided 
unanimously, after full discussion, to reply 
that the procedure would be as usual. ' 

May 1 end with a brief comment on this 
record of fact? Critics have represented the 
action of Trinity College as dictated by senti- 
mental die-hards, living in the past, unable to 
adjust themselves to new conditions. The 
Committee whose action is recorded above is 
elected entirely by, students, and composed, 
except for the chairman, entirely of students. 
They are young men selected by their fellow- 
students as responsible and representative, 
men who neither received nor would accept 
a lead from authority on such a question. 
They differ in religion and in politics. They 
have their living to make in differing walks. 
One and all they are loyai to Ireland, and 
one and all they turn down the policy of 
é little Ireland.” That is why they refuse to 
ban the National Anthem or break the 
imperial connexion for which that Anthem 
stands.— Yours, etc., A. A. Luce.

LETTER FROM DR. CULVERWELL, 
S.F.,T.C.D. 

TO THE EVITOK OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As musunderstanding seems to 
partly responsible for the feeiings which have 
been aroused by the National Anthem con- 
troversy, perhaps you will give me space to 
explain the constitutional position and to add 
some more general comments. May | add, 
hy way of personal explanation, that [ am 
rot writing in any sense as a member of the 
Board of ‘trinity College? 

The constitutional position of the Governor- 
General in the Free State is precisely 
analogous to gi. of the King in Great 
Britain. There the King is bound to act in 
accordance with the advice of those who, for 
the moment, are his Ministers, no matter 
how repugnant that advice might be to him 
personally. Thus, when Mr. Gladstone was 
in power, Queen Victoria, in her speeches 
from the Throne, was often made to express 
sentiments the reverse of those she held, and 
to approve officially of Acts of Parliament 
which she believed to be pregnant, with 
mischief. Because she was a constitutional 
monarch, none had a right to infer that her 
personal attitude coincided with her official 
attitude or to criticise her personally. 

hen we speak of the Governor-General 
as the representative of the King, we are apt 
to forget that he is here as a constitutional, 
and not as a personal, representative, and to 
feel that no excuse could be made for a 
représentative of the King who refused to be 
received with ‘‘God Save the King.’’ I have 
to admit that this was the view which I took 
when I first heard of the dispute, but that 
view is wrong. He is here as the official, not 
as the personal, representative of the King, 
and must act, not as he, or we, may believe 
would be in accord with the personal wishes 
of the King. but in accord with the policy 
of the Free State Ministers. That policy has 
been stated by Mr. Cosgrave to be in 
harmony with the position taken by Mr. 
MacNeill. 

It is, therefore, against the Executive 
Council that criticism should be directed, and 
we may well ask how, since the King is the 
head of the Commonwealth, the policy of 
meee sr to allow his representative to be 
received with “ God Save the Kirg”’ can be 
justified. Yet it is not hard to see that that 
refusal might be a prudent move on the part 
of a Council which desired to secure and con- 
solidate the position of the Free State as a 
member of the British Commonwealth, with 

King as its head. The Anthem is not 
merely the expression of a pious wish for his 
rsonal welfare; it is an anthem which has 
ecome, in Ireland at least, a party one—one 
which expressed, in words not free from 
offence, the sentiments of those who fought 
on the losing side in the struggle which ended 
in the establishment of the Free State. Is it 
any wonder that among the victors there 
should be many who resent the claim that 
it should be regarded as the National 
Anthem with which the head of the Free 
State should be received? 

While the Executive Council must have 
known that, whatever course was adopted, 
there. would be much of bitter feeling, its 
duty was clearly to adopt that course which, 
in its opinion, would be least injurious to the 
Free State. Remembering how serious is the 
menace of the Republican Party, I have little 
doubt that the course chosen is the wiser. 
Well would it be if both sides could unite in 
a truly national anthem, such as A. M. 
Sullivan’s “God Save Ireland.” Is it too 
late to hope for such a solution? It would 
not be too late if reason were to prevail 
rather than emotion or passion.— Yours, etc.,
